STRKE. SUSPENDED 


City, Under Settlement Terms, 
Agrees to Consider Rein- 
statement Pleas. 


Fifteen of the City waterworks 
employes who participated in the 
four-day strike that ended Friday, 
were suspended yesterday. Mean- 
while full staffs of engineers and 
assistants were put back to work 
operating the Baden, Bissell’s Point, 
and Chain-of-Rocks pumping sta- 
tions, Director of Public Utilities 
Edward E. Wall, announced, 

The 15 suspended includes a 
plant superintendent, an assistant 
superintendent, one engineer, and 
twelve others classified as oilers, 
firemen or coal passers. They are 
members of the Operating Engin- 
eers’ Union, which called the strike 
over the jurisdictional dispute with 
the Brotherhood of Firemen and 
Ollers, both A. F. of lL. affiliates. 
Wall declined to name the sus- 
pended men, 

Under the agreement on which 
the strike was settled, the City 
stipulated that men considered 
ringleaders of the strike would not 
be taken back immediately, but 
would be given hearings on applica- 
tions for reinstatement. Two have 
applied for hearings, Wall said, 

Forty-four union engineers struck 
but five returned to work after be- 
ing off one day. . Union officials 
said 60 apprentice engineers also 
had struck but City officials placed 
the number at 20.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Robert 
M. Hutchins, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, resigned today 
as a public representative of the 
Board of Governors of the New 
York Stock Exchange after it voted 
against reopening the Richard 
Whitney case for further investi- 
g-tion. 

Hutchins, one of three public rep- 
resentatives among the 32. gover- 
nors, resigned vecause of a _ dif- 
ference of opinion over the ques- 
tion of determining responsibility 
of members of the Exchange who 
may have known of the conditions 


that led to the collapse of the 
Whitney firm last March. 

In a report on its investigation 
into the affairs of Whitney; who 
was five times president of the Ex- 
change, the Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission .recently 
charged that an “unwritten code” 
of silence on matters of borrowed 
money in brokerage circles had én- | 
bled Whitney to hide his situa- 
tion. 

Why Hutchins Quit. 

In a brief letter of resignation, 
Ex- 
change, Hutchings pointed out the 
SEC record contained “evidence 
tending to show that members of 
the Exchange or their partners 
knew of Richard Whitney's crim- 
inal conduct or the condition of his 
firm some months before its fail- 
ure.” 


“The public interest,” his letter 
added, “the good name of the Ex- 
change and the good name of the 
members referred to all require the 
Board. of Governors to institute 
proceedings in which the question 
of the responsibility of these mem-' 
bers may. finally be disposed of.” *}

having had knowledge of Whitney’s 
misdeeds several months. before 
they became publicly known were 
two partners of J. P, Morgan &

Mrs, Graham died yesterday in a 
four-room shack on Tampa's out- 


skirts and her passing drew little 
notice from neighbors, one of whom 
said, “She dressed like a.caarwom- 
an and lived like a share-cropper.” 

Today, her attorney, M. G. Gib- 
bons, said an inventory disclosed 
she had $46,000 in cash, $184,000 in 
savings bank accounts, $2500 in 
postal savings and enough gilt- 
edged securities to make an estate 
of $350,000. 

Gibbons said even he kneéw little 
of her life, nothing at all of how 
she gained her riches. She was 
born, he said, on an ante-bellum 
plantation near Coldwater, in 
Northern Mississippi. 

Half a century ago she came to 
Tampa with her husband. Soon he 
died and since then she seemed to 
take little interest in life, living 
alone with a parrot for a com- 
panion, 

Occasionally she went .to a bank 
to “borrow” an envelope: from one 
teller, paper ffom another and a 
Stamp from a third, so she could 
send a letter. ,

FORECAST FURTHER 
GAIN IN CONSTRUCTION 


Building Trades Employers Pre- 
dict 1939 Will Be Best 
Year Since 1931. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘ CHICAGO, Dec. 17. — Building 
trades employers today forecast 
further improvement in corstruc- 
tion and predicted 1939 would be 
the best building year since 1931. 
Officials of lending agencies as- 
sociated with the industry also pre- 
dicted that an increased propor- 
tion of money advanced by build- 
ing and loan associations in 1939 
would be for construction and mod- 
ernization of homes. 


The Building and Construction 
Employers’ Association in its De- 
cember brochure said that after 
eight years in the doldrums “there 
is at the moment that all encour- 
aging picture of home and multi- 
ple housing showing steady im- 
and the dwelling situa- 
ion is more acute and widespread 
than: ever.” 
For. eight . years nation-wide 
730,915,007 | building activities have failed to 
reach 50 per cent of “normalcy” 
and in ‘the private field construc- 
tion “was only about one-third of 
the 1925-29 volume, the association 
said. Aside from home and multi- 
ple construction, Public Works Ad- 
ministration work is being author- 
zide in increasing volume and 
these projects have to start on or 
before Jan. 1, the association point- 
ed out. 
The last national survey of the 
employers association reported a 
sharp recovery in building activity 
in the third quarter which raised 
first nine months’ construction vol- 
ume to a level almost equal to that 
of 1937. 
The United States Building and 
Loan League reported savings, 
building and loan associations 
throughout the country supplied 
more money for home moderniza- 
tion in October than in any other 
month this year, while the funds 
advanced for construction were the 
second largest. A total of $27,- 
826,000 went directly in to these ac- 
tivities. A total of $232,456,000 was 
paid out to finance home remod- 
eling and building during the first 
10 m6nths compared with $254,- 
546,000 in the corresponding 1937 
period.. Last year there was a de- 
cline: in. loans between September 
and October.

NAZI OFFICIALS ISSUE 
RULES FOR CHRISTMAS 


They Bar Religion From Town 
and School Cele- 
brations, 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Dec, 17.—Instructions 
on how to celebrate Christmas in 
acceptable Nazi fashion have gone 
forth from various cultural depart- 


ments of the National Socialist ad- 
ministration. 

Emphasis is laid on the principle 
that observance of Yuletide is an 
ancient Germanic custom and 
should be followed as such. “Under 
National Socialism,” one order ob- 
serves, “Yule has regained its an- 
cient traditional character of winter 
solstice rejoicings. Our Germanic 
forefathers celebrated Yule which 
is older than Ohrist and which 
Christendom borrowed from the 
Germanic prototype.” 

In several cities members of 
girls’ Hitler organizations ‘have in- 
dicated they will sing no more 
Christmas carols. 

Other orders are to the effect 
that the place for religious Christ- 
mas exercises is in church and 
must “on no account be introduced 
into community celebrations.” 

No Christmas Plays in Schools, 

Christmas plays must not be per- 
formed in schools. Instead, rever- 
sion to the old custom of present- 


jing dramatic versions of ancient 


legends bearing on the battle be- 
tween light and darkness, good and 
evil, is recommended, with full al- 
lowance for old local customs. 

Meanwhile, Christmas trees are 

as popular as ever and many a 
father can be seen these days going 
home with an evergreen over his 
shoulder, 
’ The orthodox Christian view to- 
ward Christmas is retained by 
Bishop Theodore Heckel, who was 
appointed in 1934 to have charge 
of “the Church Foreign Affairs De- 
partment.”

SUPPLIES SUN'S HEAT 


Smashing of Atoms Theory: Ad- 
vanced By Cornell 
Professor. 


By the Associated Press. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 17.—Discov- 
ery that carbon, the stuff of which 
| coal is made, is the source of the 
heat of the sun was announced to- 
day at Cornell University. 

On earth man burns only the out- 
side of the carbon atom, In the sun, 
the nucleus of this atom burns. The 
nucleus gives many million times 
more heat than the outside. 

Prof. H. A. Bethe of the physics 
department received this week the 
Morrison prize of $500 for the best 
paper on solar and stellar energy. 

“To supply the heat radiated by 
the sun in a single second,” he said, 
“Ten million billion ton3 of coal 
would have to be burned. The first 
explanation, suggested more than a 
century ago, was that every particle 
in the sun falls ‘toward the sun’s 
center and that the energy of these 
falling bodies is converted into heat. 
But it soon turned out that the en- 
ergy of these falling bodies is more 
than a hundred times too small.” 

Prof. Bethe .said he hua shown 
that the nuclear reactions between 
carbon, hydrogen and nitrogen give 
exactly the right amount cf heat to 
thé sun every second, while any 
other nuclear action would give 


or too little radiation. He says it 
is the hydrogen that actually burns, 
What happens is that the carbon 
serves to bring together hydrogen 
and nitrogen in a series of nuclear 
transformations. These ultimately 
proceed to the point where the car- 
bon is regenerated. In this way 
much heat is given off with little 
apparent loss of matter. 

Dr. Bethe described the recent 
discoveries in disintegration of 
atomic nuclei by the impacts of 
other nuclei. The popular name 
for this is atom smashing. The 
disintegrated atoms recombine, and 
in doing so release enormous 
amounts of heat or other forms of 
energy. Dr. Bethe said it had been 
generally assumed that such disinte- 
grations supply the heat of the sun. 
But nobody knew which kind of 
nuclei was the fuel. 

“When a carbon nucleus,” Dr." 
Bethe explained, “is disintegrated 
by the impact of a hydrogen nu- 
cleus, almost 10,000,000 times as 
much heat is developed as in the 
ordinary combustion of a carbon 
atom in a stove,”

‘The mass of Federal papers in 
Missouri—from Spanish land grant 
claims t= personnel records of mi- 
nor Government offices—have been 
inventoried in 15 mimeorgraphed 
guides, 1149 pages, now being is- 
sued in a St. Louis WPA project 
sponsored by the Board of Educa- 
tion. ‘ 

It is the first of a number of 
such State inventories to be .com- 
pleted. The field survey of records 
on file in the 872 Federal agencies 


in the State was completed between 
February, 1936, and. June, 1937, in a 
nation-wide projects sponsored by 
the National Archives at Washing- 
ton. 

This data was classified, con- 
densed, edited and recorded on 
printed forms, and the compilation 
of the inventory. had begun when 
that project ended. The printed 
forms, giving more detail than the 
condensed inventory, are on file in 
the National. Archives, the State 
Historical Society at Columbia and 
Washington University library. 

Total cost of the inventory. is 
givén as $75,000, of which $65,000 
went to WPA workers certified 
from relief, on wages ranging up 
to the $94 monthly maximum for 
professional workers.

As outlinéd by the navy, the 
problem will be a mock war be- 
tween’ an invading “white” fleet 
commanded by Admifal E. C. Kalb- 
fus, seeking to establish coast bases, 
and a defending “black” fleet com- 
manded by Vice-Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews. 

Ships from the Pacific will go 
through ‘ the ‘Canal: early in Jan- 
uary.

Raisher has 
been trapping through the south- 
eastern part of the state for 20 
years and has found the following 
tips pay at the cashier’s window: 

First, follow the charts for skin- 
ning as prescribed by the manufac- 
turers; they know just how they 
want. it done so as to be most val- 
uable to them. 

Second, cut off the tails and legs 
of rabbit, muskrat and opossum; 
don’t cut the claws of a fox; never 
cut off the heads except of rab- 
bits. 

Third, don’t stretch the hide too 
much as this gives the pelt a poor 
appearance. 
Fourth, dry skins in a cool, airy 
place; never by a fire or in the 
sunlight. 

Fifth, never use salt of any kind 
for curing skins.

EAR Mrs. Post: Is it not in bad taste for a guest in the house 

to go to the radio just any time she pleases and turn on certain 

programs? They are all programs that bore us very much and 
thig is the reason we don’t turn them on ourselves! 

Answer: I can’t imagine that a‘transient visitor, who comes in 
in the afternoon or evening, would take the liberty of turning on your 
ratio. It would be all right if she asked you, let’s say, whether you 
ever listened to the XYZ program at half past four. But if you then 
did not offer to turn on the radio to listen to it, she should most cer- 
tainly let the matter drop, Of course if she asks you point-blank to tune /[ 
in on this program, you couldn’t very well refuse to get the station.

Sibelius’ Fifth Symphony was 
published in 1921 and played for 
the first time in this country 
by the Philadelphia Orchestra 
on Oct. 21, 1921. The work is 
divided into three parts, with the 
first movement comprised of two 
well-defined movements, an opening 
moderato part which is joined with 
out pause to what is actually the 
scherzo of the symphony. Sibelius, 
like Beethoven in his Ninth Sym- 
phony, puts his scherzo before his 
slé6w movement. These first two 
movements, though they are dis 
tintt in mood and character are 
integrated by community of theme, 
after the fashion established by 
Schumann and popularized by Ce 
gar Franck. The subject which 
binds them together is a theme of 
concise and simple outline. 


The theme of the actual second 


movement is developed with much, 


resourcefulness of variation. The 


finale is considered the crown off 


the work because it is in many 
ways the most nobly imagined and 
nobly eloquent page that Sibelius 
has written.

Missouri Economic Institute 


Survey of Income and Outgo 


An exhaustive survey of State financial 
conditions and problems by the Missouri Hico- 
nomic Institute in Jefferson City for the 
Associated Industries of Missouri, made pub- 
lic last week, traced the growth of State 
services, their increased costs and the sources 
from’ which reyenue to meet them was. ‘de- 
rived. This report provides in concrete form 
information as to the: extent and costs of 
the long stride the State has taken into new 
governmental fields. ' 

A trebling of tax collections for State pur- 
poses has. been coincident with a change in 
State fiscal policy through which there has

Receipts from sales and liquor taxes, which 
did not exist prior té°1933, are figured ‘at 
$48,920,000 for the present biennium, being 
more than double the receipts from all direct 
taxation six years ago. The receipts this 
biennium from taxes ‘which were the solé 
source of State general revenue six years 
ago, have risen from ‘$23,767,000 in 1931-32 
to about $29,000,000. 


Education is the State’s costliest activity, 
with social security a near second. In six 
years educational costs have risen from $14,- 
019,000 to $33,805,000 for the biennium, 
while social security costs have risen from 
‘$166,000 to $29,117,000. The expenditures 
noted for educational purposes do not repre- 
sent an actual increase of that amount in the 
cost of public education in the State, as in. 
4 the counties throughout the State local school 
taxes have been materially reduced in most 
counties. The ingrease in State expenditures 
represents largely a substitution of State 
money for local money. 

Of the total expended by the State for edu- 
cation, approximately $8,000,000 went in 
1931 and 1932 to the public schools, exclu-

| hope, the Chief Justice veered to Hoover and wrote 


regretfully that “the New York capitalists and ‘Wall 
Street’ are not Hoover men.” 

There was not much in the way of White House 
politics that Taft did not put his finger in, judging 
by the correspondence which Mr. White has been 
privileged to read. In 1926 the Chief Justice wrote 
that Attorney-General Stone—now a Supreme Court 
Justice—was trying to co-operate with Senator Walsh 


of Montana in bringing certain unpleasant matters}.

General, declaring it was painful to see how

Republican Senators had finally summoned pluck

none of the Senator’s business. 


Coolidge’s veto of the McNary-Haugen farm bill 
gave the Chief Justice “joy,” and he registered in 
another letter that many of the regular Republicans

The business boom during the Coolidge era was 
all right with the Chief Justice. He wrote to George 
Burton of La Crosse, Wis., in 1927 that “general 
business seemed to be settling itself into wise prog- 
ress without feverish speculation.” 

One wonders, on reading Mr. White’s digest of 
these Taft letters, so busy is the Chief Justice shown 
to have ‘been in his political dabbling, when’- he 
found time for the important work he had to do ds 
head of the Supreme Court. Be that as it may, he 
stands revealed as a politician on the bench, a 
jurist active in the affairs -of party politics. The 
separation of the Federal Government into the three 
divisions, the executive, the legislative and the ju- 
diciary, apparently meant nothing to William How- 
ard Taft after court hours, in the days when Cool- 
idge sat in the White House.

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A PROPER SUPPLEMENT FOR THE WAGNER ACT. 
In a brilliant article entitled “After the New Deal” 
in the winter Yale Review, Dr. Alvin Johnson, econ- 


omist and director of the New School for Social Re-| 


search, discussing possible changes in the Wagner 

National Labor Relations Act, says that this law 
needs to be supplemented by measures that bring 
home to labor a recognition of the fact that if 
labor is to have an equal voice in determining the 
wage contract, it ought to have equal responsi- 
bility in seeing that production proceeds, for the 
public. good, unhampered by frivolous jurisdic- 
tional disputes and frivolous rows between com- 
peting unions. 


Dr. Johnson wrote his article before the St. Louis 
waterworks strike and so he could not have known 
about this outrageous assault on public safety, which 
has resulted in the arrest of the union leaders who 
precipitated the walkout. Yet his words describe 
perfectly the vicious nature of this strike and its 
social implications. 

The supplementing of the Wagner Act which -Dr. 
Johnson proposes is in erder. Those who are urging 
changes in the law will help labor as well as society 
generally by advocating a provision which will give 
the Labor Board authority and responsibility for 
disciplining all such wanton misuses of labor lead- 
ership as that which St. Louis has just witnessed.

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MR. INCREDIBLE. 

He came over. in the steerage as Philip Musica, 
6-year-old son of an Italian barber, and found 
America the land of bedizened opportunity.

A Plan for Democracy 


Viewing New Deal as hodgepodge of conflicting theories, writer advocates “planned 
democratic collectivism” as, way out of our difficulties; would permit private prop- 
.erty and profits but require capitalists to make decisions within framework set by 
Government planning boards; expansion of national income would be the keynote.

ODAY America is an unplanned, highly 


regulated capitalism, in which the major - 


economic decisions are made by a finan- 
cial oligarchy, and the government regula- 
tions and subsidies are democratically con- 
trolled. Such a regulated capitalism does 
not constitute a planned economy. The ma- 
jor decisions within any one corporation 
are, of course, planned; and despite the 
commonly expressed contempt of our prag- 
matic thinkers for “blueprints,” these deci- 
sions are even blueprinted with a degree of 
precision characteristic of a culture that 
gave “scientific management” to the world. 
The major decisions within any govern- 
ment bureau or administrative board are 


‘also planned. But there is little articulation 


of decisions within an industry, except in 
the case of monopolies, or of the predatory 


* agreements to keep prices high, wages low, 


production restricted and trade unions out. 
There is no articulation of decisions be- 
tween industries, on the part of either busi- 
ness or the Government. 

Nor is the American economy one of 
abundance, Besides the restrictions on pro- 
duction by the capitalists themselves, and 
by trade union policy, the Government has 
added further restrictions in the interests of 
stability in farming and other economic 
areas,

It is customary to speak of “New Deal 
economics” as if it were a unitary thing. 
Actually, there is no unity in its economic 
thought. The New Deal contains economic 
positions that range all the way from tory 
or liberal orthodoxy through Hamiltonian 
subsidy-interventionism, to left-wing Veblen- 
ian institutionalism. The principal schools 
of New Deal economic policy may be 
grouped somewhat as follows: 

1, The free-trade liberal internationalism 
of Secretary of State Cordell Hull, aiming at 
lower tariffs and reciprocal trade pacts. 

2. The economic nationalism and the trend 
toward planned regulation“ of the group 
around Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. . 

3. The economics of business self-govern- 
ment within a framework of decisive regu- 
me ip represented in the approach of the 
8 toward the exchanges and holding- 
company structures.

It 
is the policy that is being adopted as a hy- 
pothesis to be tested by the monopoly inquiry. 

8. The economics of monetary and credit 
control as a leverage for a regulated econ- 
omy, represented by Chairman Eccles of the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

9. The “industrial expansion” economics, 
mapped out in Mordecai Ezekiel’s “$2500 a 
Year” and partly embodied in the industrial 
expansion bill introduced in 1937 by a group 
of House progressives. This comes closer to 
a real conception of inter-industry planning 
than anything else in the New Deal. 

Clearly, no government with such a range 
of theories, policies and objectivés, many of 
them working at cross-purposes, can be held 
to be engaged in planning.

There is one condition under which a 
democratic capitalist collectivism could 
plan. That is if it had the courage to move 
in the direction of an expanded rather than 
a contracted national income, and the po- 
litical firmness to meet corporate resistance 
on the question of gearing the major eco- 
nomic processes together. 

Private. property and private industrial 
initiative would remain; but the capitalists 
could make their large decisions on policy 
only within a framework set by planning 
boards, Within that framework there would 
be an area of free choice. Outside that 
framework there would be none, for outside 
would lie the area of anti-social decisions. 

A democratic collectivism does not involve 
the abolition of private property or of prof- 
its. It does not call for the leveling of 
income. Nor does it involve the standard- 
ization of consumption, or the coercion 
the consumer on what he shall eat or w 
or how amuse himself.

the right to appeal from the com- 
mission to the courts. 

115,000 Pensioners by 1940. 

The $21,000,000 appropriation 
asked by the commission for pen- 
sions was on the basis of 75,000 pen- 
sioners in 1939 and 115,000 in 1940, 
when the 65-year eligibility age will 
become effective.. This contem- 
plates ab average pension payment 
of $20 a month, half paid by the 
State and half by the.Federal So- 
cial Security Board. 

However, further participation by 
the Federal Gavernment in Missouri 
pension payments is threatened by 
the. loopholes in the Missouri law, 
which permit payments to many 
“chiselers.” 


Under the Federal law, the Na- 
tional Social Security Board is pro- 
hibited from making pension al- 
lotments to a state unless full au- 
thority is vested in one agency, in 
Missouri in the Social Security 
Commiséion, Officials of the Fed- 
eral board have construed the Mis- 
souri law as not being in conform- 
ity with this requirement because 
of the right of appeal to the courts, 
and have threatened to withdraw 
aid from the State. Recent deci- 
sions of the Springfield Court of 
Appeals and Circuit Courts have 
overruled allowances made by the 
commission and increased them, 
and have placéd on the pension 
rolls persons who had other in- 


come. 
Gov, Stark a year ago directed 
a “purge” of.the rolls, but it /has 
accomplished little and many more 
applicants are awaiting approval 
than have been stricken off.

Theoretically, it might be possible

The de- 
velopment of communications to 
the south and the construction of 
a Red Sea port at the head of the 
Gulf of Akaba would be economic 
undertakings of the greatest im- 
portance to Palestine and its neigh- 
boring countries. 

Opening n> eames 

“In this connettion, it is inter- 
esting to note that there is a ready 
market for fresh and preserved 
fish in Palestine and. tha Near 
East which could readily be sup- 
plied from the Gulf of* ‘Akaba, 
where fishing is excellent. At 
present, however, the extreme dif- 
ficulties of transport have proved 
an effective check on what might 
otherwise be a flourishing industry. 

“Lastly, in considering the pos- 
sible development of the Negeh, 
|one must take into account the 
type of colonists who would settle 
there. The Jewish immigrants 
would be refugees from -. various 
European countries, the majority 
of whom would have practiced 
some particular trade in their 
country of emigration. Their skill 
in these trades they would bring 
with them to the Negeb. It would 
therefore be reasonable to forecast 
the establishment there of various 
industries not directly connected 
with the district's natural re- 
sources.

Five Warring Generals. 

Until 1935 Szechuan. was ruled by 
five warring generals who collected 
enormous tax revenues, estimated 
at $30,000,000 annually, from their 
60,000,000 serfs, The money was 


shek’s power began in 1935 when 


the. Red army invaded Szechuan, 


forcing the veteran war lord Liu 
Hsiang to beg for assistance from 
the Chinese Government, 

Chiang Kai-shek’s troops poured 
into the province, followed by tax 
collectors, highway engineers, tele- 
phone linemen, and all the evi- 
dences of military occupation. 

Chiang did not dare to act imme- 
diately against the local war lords 
because of the strong provincial 
spirit. Physicians attending old 
Liu Hsiang predicted that he would 
be dead within two years; he was 
suffering from tuberculosis, dia- 
betes and venereal disease. 

Anticipating his death, Chiang 
Kai-shek concentrated his troops 
and political agents in the city of 
Chungking, largest port on the up- 
per reaches of the Yangtze River. 


5 Died Last January. 


When the Japanese invasion be- 
gan in July, 1937, the invalid war 
lord was forced to send a part of 
his provincial armies to the front, 
but he held back his best troops to 
guard the feudal domains, This was 
the situation when Liu Hsiang died 
in January, 1938. 

Chiang Kai-shek chose his trust- 
ed subordinate, Gen. Chang Chun 
(Foreign Minister in 1936 during 
the Chinese-Japanese negotiations 
for “co-operation”) to succeed the 
late war jord, but protests were 
made by the Szechuan newspapers 
and political organizations. More 
than 200,000 provincial soldiers were 
mobilized for civil war, 

The episode which followed has 
néver before been related in print, 
but it was one of the supreme 
achievements of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
career, 

Government agents had discov- 
ered the key to the Szechuan po- 
litical machine. Liu Hsiang had 
made his army colonels (command- 
ing 1500 men apiece) directly re- 
sponsible to himself, or rather to 
his private secretary, Teng Han- 
hsiang. 


The Center of the Web. 


This man Teng had control of 
the army, the political machine and 
the tax collection system. He was 
an unknown dictator in China's 
most populous province.

Not Like Italian Type. 


Talk of a Fascistic Latia Ameri- 
ca must, therefore, be taken as an- 
other instance of the hyperbole 
that accompanies real or imagined 
discoveries, and more especially the 
imagined ones. At best—or worat 
—Fascistic totalitarianism could be 
found only in individual countries. 
Thus far, no sound evidence has 
been produced that any Latin Amer- 
ican country has adapted a genu- 
inely Fascistic form of government 
modeled on Italian Fascism or that 
the totalitarianism practiced is any- 
thing but the personalistic totalita- 
rianism to which Latin American 
countries ruled by dictators have 
been accustomed time out of mind. 

The corporative system of gov- 
ernment made so much of by Mus- 
solini. has not yet been tried in 
Latin America. Mention of it is 
apparently restricted to the ‘politi- 
cal change in Brazil occasioned by 
Dr. Getulio Vargas’ seizure of the 
reins of government. 


Corporative State. 

From present indications, the ex- 
tent to which Corporativism will go 
in Brazil will be only enough—if 

at all like the Italian plan 
is followed—to deprive the states of 
the rights for which they have 
fought tenaciously and to centralize 
all governmental action in the 
hands of the Predident through the 
intermediary of a Federal council 
of experts or “brain trust.” This 
centralization is, after all is said 
and done, nothing more than the 
well-known personalistic totalita- 
rianism, of Latin American dicta- 
tors already spoken of. 

Though the corporative system in 
Italy, besides doing away with 
strikes and lockouts, was skillfully 
contrived to centralize power in 
Mussolini, it is doubtful, in spite 
of its centralizing bent which 
should appeal to Latin “American 
dictators, that it could succeed or 
even seem feasible in Latin Amer- 


ica. 
Elements of Opposition. 

The vast size of the larger coun- 
tries, the overwhelming predom- 
inance of the agricultural class, the 
individualism of both the leaders 
and the people, the established tra- 
dition of a “numerical democracy” 
in which election to office is by a 
majority of votes—a tradition often 
disregarded but .nonetheless in- 
eradicably fixed in the public mind 
and in public ideals—the marked 
increase in. the number of persons 
qualified to vote through growth of 
population and the extension of. ed- 
ucation, the steady, if slow, enlarge- 
ment of the women’s vote and the 
increasing eligibility of women to 
public office—notably in Brazil— 
and the equally steady, if almost 
equally slow, advance made in rec- 
ognition of the freedom of the preas 
are elements fundamentally refrac- 


conviction of the Latin American 
dictators, Usually manifested 
in such material ways as intimida- 
tion before, at, and after elections, 
proscriptions, and the like, it has 
not infrequently been evoked by 
the feeling that only through unity, 
voluntary or forced, could the needs 
of the country be satisfied. 

“The most important condition” 
demanded of any nation which 
adopts Corporativism is, in Musso- 
lini’s words, “to live in an atmos- 
phere of strong ideal tension. We, 
in Italy, are living in this atmos- 
phere today.” Obviously, a condi- 
tion of this character is neither 
specifically Fascistic nor specifical- 
ly anything else. The statement of 
it before an Italian audience can- 
not help heightening the ‘spirit of 
self-sacrifice to which the Italian 
people has been roused under 
Fascism, but the.practice of it for 
any. length of time in countries not 
in .Italy’s present unusual situa- 
tion is nearly impossible—assum- 
ing, of course, that a condition so 
vaguely formulated means any- 
thing. 

Paraguay’s Fierce War. 

Though less definite than the 
other elements of Fascism under 
discussion, it would, however, prob- 
ably be the most difficult to fulfill 
and the least susceptible of proving 
exclusively connected with’/Fascism. 
Only rarely Could the Italian emo- 
tional state of today occur in Lat- 
in America. Thus far, it has had 
no equivalent there except, perhaps; 
in Paraguay during the Paraguay- 
an war of 1865-70, when the “strong 
ideal tension” resulted in the re- 
duction of the population through 
the ravages of war from about 1,- 
400,000 to about 220,000, or some 85 
per cent. The combination of com- 
plexes dominating Italy—land bun- 
ger, the ambition to control one of 
the great seas, the will to world 
power, and the transformation of 
the national spirit—could not but 
be. exceptional in Latin America,
